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A VERY PLEASANT ADDENDUM. 



The Goodwins ov ViKGiNii will be pleased to know that the 
Governor of Virginia, Hon. James Hoge Tyler, inaugurated on 
January 1, 1898, after this sketch was prepared, is a descendant of 
Major James Goodwin in the eighth generation. His name does 
not appear in the body of the publication, for the reason that no 
data had been collected of the descendants of daughters, although 
they are none the less the descendants of Major James. 

Governor Tyler's parents were George and Eliza (Hoge) Tyler ; 
his father's parents were Henry and Lucinda (Coleman) Tyler 
(page 41), and his father's mother was a daughter of Spencer and 
Elizabeth Garland (Goodwin) Coleman, daughter of Eobert and 
Jane (Tulloch) Goodwin, Eobert being a great-grandson of Major 
James. 

Prom Major James Goodwin to Governor Tyler is a long stretch 
of two hundred and fifty years, but the passing generations, 
through all these centuries, have builded steadfastly for good, have 
stood as the firm bulwarks of the Commonwealth, and the end is 
not yet.
